anthracite strike is reinstated on the

"Our organization 
docs not 
propose 


allowing its members to bo victimized 
and as we cannot call a strike at the 
mines, non-union men seeming to be in 
possession of the jobs, we will attempt 
to secure the reinstatement of our mem- 
hers by shutting out anthracite 
coil 


wherever we can. 


"While negotiations looking toward * 


settlement were on, we did not wish to 
interfere in any way although we feared 
our men would get the worst of it. We 
have supported the minors in ever mam 
ner during the strike and believe the ac- 
tion 
of the firemen and engineers in 


quitting work, helped materially to win 
the tight. 


••Although it is true a majority of the 


firemen are members of the miners' tit:- 
ion because they were forced into that 
organization 
they have retained 
their 


membership in our union and have al- 
rently asked for our assistance. 
\Ve pro- 


pose- to give il to them and I am going 
to call n meeting of the executive board 
when action will be taken looking to that 
end.

"I will advocate that our'members' be 


ordered to refuse to handle anthracite 
coal and as to my mind this is the only

The patient was Annie Kinkslcy, who

The blood was pouring 
from a long wound in the left ventricle, 
which supplies the body with blood, while, 
right pumps to the lungs.

The operation was decided upon. It

The heart was laid bare and the sur-

Dur- 
ing intervals between the beats of the 
heart the needle was inserted six times 
and the flow of blood was stopped. 


The wound was carefully dressed and 


the surgeons waited to sec the result.

The truth is the liberty of the Cubans 


is liko a great blinding light, too dam-

So long ns the Americans held the pow- 
er, that is, were administering the gov- 
ernment of Cuba, there was no trouble, 
but we were no sooner out of the island

authorities would permit a private In 
quiry agent to tamper with their mail. 
bags was not to be entertained. That

In the labels or sl?ns of margarine 
de-lers and in the placing of marga- 
rine near natural butter durmg trans- 
portation.

Ration For the Dairy COTT. 


Tae followins rations aro suggested 


by Professor II. J- Waters of the Mis- 
souri Aprlaultural college: Corn and 
cob meal, six pounds; wheat meal, five 
pounds: gluten or cottonseed meal, two 
and a half pounds; cowriea, alfalfa or 
clover hay, six'pounds. Another ration, 
is olsut to twelve pounds of corn and 
cob meal, with all the alfalfa or cow- 
pea Imy tbe cows will eat. The third 
ration is eight pounds of corn and cob 
meal or seven pounds of cornmeal, four 
pounds of cottonseed or gluten meal. 
To nil the above rations add as much . 
etraiv, corn foiltler or sorghum hay as 
Ihc cows will eat. It must be rcniem-- 
bered taat these amounts are simply 
guttftesUve. 
Some cows wll! require 


much l.irsrer quantities, wlillo other* 
will not utilize those amounts profita- 
bly. The period of lactation will have 
much to do with it. Toward the end of 
the mllldng period the flew begins to 
decrease, and it may be advisable t» 
reduce tbe allowance somewhat.

Need More COTTS. 


Although the present, cow population ^ 


of Minnesota is 800,000, Dairy Com- i 
mlssloncr MeConaell insists that the 
bovine total should be twice that num- 
ber. When tbe dairy farmers express 
tho fear that the'business will be over- 
done, lie says, they forget that tbe big 
tide of emigration which has again set 
in toward this country will greatly In- 
crease the demand for dairy products. 
It is a fuct also, he'says, that at least 
200,000 cows of tbe dairy herds of the 
state are absolutely ..worthless. That 
the business is not being overdone, he 
points'out, is shown by the fact that in 
1850 tbe United States had seventy 
cows to every 1,000 inhabitants, while 
lii 1000 tha average number of cows for 
every 1,000 people was but fifty-seven. 


COTTB In K»n«u«. 


The number of milk cows in Kansas 


is approximately tbe same as of horses, 
being a little over 800,000, and their 
.value a year ago lust spring was esti- 
mated at over ?25,000,000. 


To Succeed To Dairying 


KIIOTV tlic Character of Eacli 
Cow. 


It is 'clearly evident to every well 


posted man in the business of dairying, 
that there is a large proportion of 
farmers engaged in it who do not be- 
lieve that they .need to know more 
than they now do in order to make 
more money or to save the money they 
have already made. There is an enor- 
mous waste going on upon nearly ev- 
ery dairy farm. Ttiis waste often rep- 
resents hundreds of dollars annually, 
but it is impossible to get the wasteful 
farmer to see it because he will not 
use the light that will help him see it, 
says Hoard's Dairyman. 


Take, for example, tbe refusal of so 


maay farmers to teat their cows or to 
keep a record of what they are doing. 
We never knew a farmer who set about 
tcr'keep a milk and butter fat record 
but what he confessed that tbe result 
greatly surprised him. 
The effect of 


such a trial for a year is always to 
cause tbe farmer to change his ideas 
about his cows. We have known such 
a-test to cause a complete change in 
trie character of the herd in five years. 
•Expressions lite this would be made 
by euch men: "If I bad any idea that I 
was carrying along such a number of 
worthless cows, I would have made 
this test years ago.'; 


A dairy farmer said to us once: "The 


keeping of a record of my herd for a 
year caused me to buy u resi«*.ered 
dairy bull at once,, end I paid a. good 
Ion- price for him too. That was olght 
years ago, anil I am making double tlie 
money on my cows today that I was 
r-hen." 


Now, that man carried along a lot or 


worthless cows for years just because 
he did not believe that it would bring 
'him any proflt to know bettor.

doing in this matter. Reading set him 
t# thinking, thinking sot him to acting 
Jfri' the right direction, and that soon 
ctosod up a big leak.

•dried oft for a certain HJme before they 
.freshen or not is a- question that all

-so, then extreme caution in some cases' 
•must bo practiced, «r injury -will bo. 
done to the cow's uddor. When the 
time comes to dry the coiv off, it will 
•not do to simply stop'mllklng her. If 
this is done, Inflammation will set In, 
and croat harm may result It is best 
to milk the cow once a day for a time 
regularly. Then skip for two uiilklngs, 
but mill: regularly for several days. 
Then skip three mllklngs and milk reg- 
ularly for a few days, when she may 
be stripped irregularly till quite dry. 
I have Keen cows that would not go 
dry even with this kind of treatment 
If they will not, the only thing to do is 
to milk them continuously and 'teed 
anil care 1'or them accordingly.

ASK FOOD AND SHELTER 


Inhabitants of St. Vincent Windward 


District of Island Call Attention • 


to Their Deplorable State 


KINGSTON, St. Vincent,.B. W. I., Oct. 


23,—Thu Soufricre vokana. has been ac- 
tive uir.ee October 15, keeping the peo- 
ple in the Windward district In a state 
of continuous unrest. Evidence gathered 
in tho district proves tliat the eastern 
crater was chiefly operative during tho 
last eruption. The devastated lands now

The mining of eoal with union miners 


was re-Mimed in the Wyoming valley this 
morning. There was much activity at all 
of the collieries, but owing to the con- 
dition of many of the mines the 
full 


quota of men could not be employed. 
The fire bosses reported that many plac- 
es were in a dangerous condition and the 
superintendents refused to 
allow 
the 


min'ers to enter those places. At lea.st 
15 per cent of the mines in this depart- 
ment will not be able to resume work 
for several weeks as the lower lifts arc 
still Hooded. The Stanton mine of the 
Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal company 
which employs six hundred men, will not 
be able to start up for two months. 


There was no friction between the un- 


ion and non-union men when they report- 
ed for work this morning. It is report- 
ed that in a few isolated cases miners 
.who took a prominent part in the strike 
\vere not given work. The non-union en- 
gineers and pump runners are holding on 
to their positions and refuse to give 
them up to make room for union men.

basis on which the miners returned to 
work. 


"Our organization does not propose 


allowing its members to be victimized 
and as \ve cannot call a strike 
afc the- 


mines, non-union men seeming to be in- 
possession of the jobs, we will attempt 
to secure the reinstatement of our mem- 
bers by shutting out anthracite coal 
wherever we can! 


"While negotiations looking toward » 


settlement were on, we did not wish to 
interfere in any way although we feared 
our men would get the worst of it. We 
have supported the miners in ever man- 
ner during the strike and believe the ac- 
tion 
of the firemen and engineers 
in 


quitting work, helped materially to win 
the fight. 


"Although it is true a majority of the 


firemen are members of the miners' un- 
ion because they were forced into that 
organization they have retained their 
membership in our union and have al- 
ready asked for our assistance. We pro- 
pose to give it to them and I am going 
to call a meeting of the executive board 
when action will be taken looking to that 
end.

"I will advocate that our'members lie 


ordered to refuse to handle anthracite 
coal and as to niy mind this is the only 
method that will bring the operators to 
time, I believe the board will adopt my 
suggestion," 


President Morton said when the Sham- 


okin convention of the miners was held 
previous to the strike, President Tom 
Barrett and Secretary J. P. Mullany of 
the state district of Pennsylvania;,wore 
present in the interest of the firemen'-and 
asked what protection they would receive 
provided they went oa strike /in Vyin- 
patfiy ..with the miners.

14,000 and has local unions in 114 towns 
and cities, including Chicago, New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Cincinnati, Cleve- 
land, Baltimore, St. Louis, Kansas City, 
Deiver and San Francisco. President 
Morton declared his organization was in 
a position to rush out hard- coal in all 
cities where it had local unions and slid 
such action would be -taken if necessary 
for the protection of members of the un- 
ion who had lost their positions on ac- 
count of the anthracite coal strike.

HEART WODNDJEWED UP 


Marvelous Operation Performed Up- 


on a New York Woman 


Six Stitches Taksa In Serered Bentrlcl* 


and Flood of Blood Stopped— Patient 


Will Recover, 


NEAV YORK. Oct. 21.—One of the rar- 


est operation 
known to surgery—the 


sewing up of a severed ventricle of a hu- 
man heart—has been performed nt Bel- 
levue hospital. 


The patient was Annie Kinksley, who 


was stabbed by her husband during a 
quarrel on the street. She was thought 
to be dying when the ambulance reach- 
ed the hospital. The blood was pouring 
from a long wound in the left ventricle, 
which supplies the body with blood, while 
right pumps to the lungs. The surgeons 
knew the flow must be checked at once 
if the -woman was to be saved. 


The operation was decided upon. 
It 


was performed by two surgeons, with 15 
more looking on. 


The heart was laid bare and the sur- 


geons saw that the wound was very se- 
vere. It would require six stitches. Dur- 
ing intervals between the beats of the 
heart the needle was inserted six times 
and the flow of blood was stopped. 


The wound was carefully dressed and 


the surgeons waited to see the result. 
The patient rallied rapidly and the sur- 
geons expressed the belief that she will 
recover. 


Mrs. Kingsley left her husband three 


months ago. When her husband met her 
for the first time he appealed to her to 
return to their home. She says it was 
her intention to do so, but she did not 
reply at once and her husband stabbed 
her.

In the full text as published in the TarifY 
Defender, a pamphle-t numbered 9 of pub- 
lications issued by the American Pro- 
tective tariff league. August 1900, the 
connection is shown and rightly held up 
by Secretary of the Xavy Moody, having 
been inserted through -trickery. 


On page 105 of this pamphlet in sched- 


ule X. is bituminous coal, units of value 
2.91 of 1894 40 cents per ton, Adva- 
lorem per cent. 13, 76; law of 18f)7 or 
iOingley law, 67 cents per ton. advalorem 
23 04. Underneath is anthracite coal 
marked free under both 'tariffs, but mark- 
ed in 1S97 tariff advalorem 28.05.

TAX IIKFORSI. 


Governor La Follette in his speeches 


has made statements in detail as regards 
the reforms in tax matters, and made it 
clear that the railroads are not paj'in; 
•their proper share of the taxes, that is 
to say, if a valuation procedure wns 
hsicl by the advalorem plan, at least a 
million dollars more could be derived. 
The valuation plan is that enforced by 
most states, the railroad property being 
valued in each county and the assessors 
meeting to make the proper division as 
to rolling stock and other forms of rail- 
road property. 
There are other forms 


of corporative property that can not be 
assessed in this manner, and these can 
only be gotten at by -the license plan 
now enforced on the railroads. Corpora 
tions enjoying special franchises shouli 
certainly pny upon these afl is now re- 
quired in the state of Xew York. This 
state has so arranged things 'that nl 
s-tate taxes can be abolished. It can be 
the same in Wisconsin. 


This tax reform is a great question

sands of men began work today repair- 
ing the mines and placing the collieries 
in condition for the general resumption 
of 
coal mining which will take place 


throughout the anthracite region tomor- 
row. Those men who are not directly 
engaged in cutting and handling coal will 
not under the decision of the convention 
return to the mines until tomorrow. 


FIND THEIR PLACES TAKEN. 


While there were thousands of men 


•who were able to again begin earnin, 
their daily bread today there were hun- 
dreds -who were disappointed when they 
applied to the superintendents of the col 
lieries 
where they were formerly 
em 


ployed. They were principally steam 
men, engine.ers, firemen and pump run- 
ners -\vho struck on June - for an eight 
hoar day and also to help the miners win 
their battle. These men wanted their 
old places back, but in mam- instances 
the company officials refused to discharge 
those who stood by them during the 
strike. There were many in the Wyom- 
ing Valley, however, who were fortunate 
enough to- find employment. The com- 
pany officials maintain they will not dis 
crimina-te against 
union or non-union 


men and that work will be given al 
when there are vacancies. 


During the strike the companies were • 


compelled to employ many incompetent 
men to help keep the mines free from 
water -or from "squeezing" as a result 
of the lack of proper timbering. The 
majority of these workmen are stili in 
tlie emplov of the companies and the 
strikers feel that they will gradually be 
dismis-icd and the more competent work- 
men engaged.

NEW YORK, Oct. 22—King .Oscar of 


Sweden and Norway, has decided the

not understand, however, was by what 
means he had succeeded in intercepting 
Mullen's letters. If Green.bad been aa 
official from) Scotland Yard; he would 
no doubt be allowed to intercept letters 
which -might, be written by or addressed 
to suspected persons, but that the postal 
authorities wonld permit a private in- 
quiry agent to tamper with their mail, 
bags was not to be entertained. That 
Green was staying in the same honse as 
Mullen and waa able in that way to 
lay hands on the letter's correspondence^ 
was very unlikely. Nor was it likely 
that my late inquiry agent hod succeed- 
ed in bribing a postman, for, though it 
may not be impossible to find dishonest 
postmen, the odds are very much against 
finding the dishonest man in tho one 
particular office with the mails of which 
one wishes to tamper.

The court decided that tho prod- 
uct could not. be assimilated with mar- 
garine and acquitted the manufactur- 
er. As dealers iu natural butter cousid- 
er that their trade will thereby suffer 
they have petitioned the minister of 
asr'lcultnre that the law oE May 4, 
1900, be amended to read as follows: 


"Article 2. All natural fat other than 


butter o£ whatever origin, animal or 
vegetable, having undergone for tho 
purpose of sale a mixture in any way 
whatever with any other fat, natural 
or artificial, and presenting one or 
more exterior characteristics of butter, 
encb as appearance, consistency, color, 
smell, taste or degree of firmness, i8 
designated under the name of marga- 
rine." 


• The petition also requests that sev- 
eral modifications be made in packing, 
Iu tbe labels or signs oJ margarine 
dealers and in the placing of marga- 
rine near natural butter during trans- 
portation.

Ration For the Dairy Cow. 


The following rations are suggested 


by Professor H. J. Waters of the Mis- 
souri Agriaultural college: Corn and 
cob meal, six pounds; wheat uical, five 
pounds; gluten or cottonseed meal, two 
and a. half'pounds; cowrea, alfalfa or 
clover bay, six'pounds. Another ration 
is eight to twelve pounds o£ corn and 
cob meal, with all the alfalfa or cow- 
pea bay tbe cows will eat. The third 
ration is eight pounds of corn and cob 
meal or seven pounds of cornmeal, four 
pounds oC cottonseed or gluten meal. 
To all the above rations add as much , 
straw, corn fodder or sorghum bay as 
the cows will eat. It must be remem-'- 
bered taat these amounts are simply 
suggestive. 
Some cows will require 


much larger Quantities, \vliile others 
will not utilize these amounts profita- 
bly. The period of lactation \riii have 
much to do with it Toward the end of 
tbo milking period the now begins to 
decrease, and it may be advisable t* 
rcduoq_the allowance somewhat,

But -where it is a settled policy to do 
so, then extreme caution In some cases 
mast be- practiced, 'or injury -will:be, 
done to the cow's udder. When the 
time comes to dry the cov* off, it will' 
not do to simply stopimilking her. If 
this Is done, Inflammation will set In, 
and great harm may result It is best 
to milk the cow ones a day for a time 
regularly. Then skip for two milkings, 
but milk regularly for several days.

A Color Teat. 


The internal revenue department has 


issued a circular letter o£ instructions 
giving tests by which coloring matter 
may.be detected 'in, oleomargarine.' 
Fuller's earth .is prescribed as the test; 
for yellow dyes, wbie.h are used ex-: 
tensively in coloring' oleomargarine 
and butter. A pinch..of the earth is. 
placed-.on a ^aucer and covered with' 
a sample of the melted oleo. The pres- 
ence of any of the aniline dyes will 
be shown -by the mixture turning a 
rose color. If the oleomargarine-has 
not been artificially, colored, the mis-' 
ture will remain the color of the fuller's 
earth. For a cottonseed test-the but- 
ter or oleomargarine is melted and an 
ounce of benzine is added. If cotton- 
seed oil has been used, a white residue 
settles to the bottom. The department 
agrees to analyze any samples sent to 
Washington and to report upon them.

I have used a silo two years and con- 


sider It a very profitable adjunct to 
stock farming. 


The foundation of my silo is of 


stone, Bis feet deep, the-floor being of 
stone and cement 
The stares are 2 


by 6 and 24 feet long and are neither 
tongued, grooved nor beveled. 


In setting up the staves I plumbed 


the first one to the barn, then used 
lath to hold till half way around, then 
put in top and bottom rod and then 
the.rest ot the staves. I would ad- 
vise painting on the outside and hot 
coal tar on the inside. 


I use from nine to twelve hoops of 


thuee-elghths round iron drawn upon 
0 by 0 piue posts. My roof is of chenp 
shingle. 


The entire cost of labor and material 


in- constructing the ab'ove silo was 
$110.54, I have used it for two years 
arid "see no evidences of decay. 
We 


plant the common dent corn and be- 
gin filling when the corn is well glazed 
1 cut the corn in one-halt inch lengths 
and usually fill in three .and a half 
days, using nine men and three teams 
I use a blower, propelled by steam 
power, and tramp the silage well .with 
two men. I have used no other mate- 
rial for silage than -60131 and do no 
cover the top of^stlage when filled. 


I feed three-fourths of a bushel pe 


cow twlc,e a day and have had no bat 
results either from injuring stock o 
tainting ml\k. I fed silage all las 
summer wmi good results; feed it t 
«11 kinds of stock successfully. 


The size, of this silo'is 16 by 30 feei 


I put in a six foot wall to bring 1 
down on a level with the basemen 
barn. I flagged and then cementet 
the sides and bottom with good, stron; 
cement. 
I wish 1 had bnilt my silo twent

YOLCANO SUFFERERS 


ASK FOOD ANB SHELTER 


Inhabitants of St Vincent Windward 


District of Island Call Attention • 


to Their Deplorable State 


KINGSTON", St. Vincent, B. W. I., Oct. 


23.—The Soufriere voteana has been ac- 
tive since October 15, keeping the peo- 
ple in the Windward district In a state 
of continuous unrest. Evidence gathered 
in the district proves that the eastern 
crater was chiefly operative during the 
last eruption.. The devastated lands now 
ir.oludc all the plantations on the north- 
eastern coast d«wn to the Grand Sable 
estate, on which the re-establishment of 
cultivation will be, hopeless for'years, 
even should La Soufriere soon become 
quiescent. 


A deputation of distressed inhabitants 


has waited upon the administrator of 
the island for the purpose of informing 
the government oi the hopeless condition 
of the district in consequence of the last 
eruption of the volcano. They appealed 
for food and shelter especially for their 
terrified wives and children and begged 
to be removed from the northern quar- 
ter of the island to form a new settle- 
ment in another locality where they 
could safely and conveniently start life 
afresh.

promised to communicate the facts to his 
chief, together with certain suggestions.
